Knife-Wielding Convicts Tot Plucked 
From Water 


By Brother 
Two desperate young San 
Quentin convicts made a brief, 
abortive attempt at escape yes­ 
terday, by holding a prison 
stenographer hostage. 
Before 
they were subdued by two fel­ 
low inmates and guards, one 
guard was stabbed. 


Mrs. Eva Fay, 41, of 2065 
Hatch road, Novato, a stenogra­ 
pher in the prison hospital’s 
psychiatric ward, aided in foil­ 
ing the escape attempt by a 
young murderer and a thug 
when she fainted in the arms 
of her captors. 


The wounded guard, who es­ 
caped major injury because a 
prison-made knife was deflect­ 
ed by his spine, is Hospital 
Sgt. Cullie C. Manning, 40, of 
7 Coolidge avenue, San Rafael. 
The would-be escapees are 
Philberto Guerrero, 19, com­ 
mitted to the prison in 1956 
from San Joaquin County for 
assault with a deadly weapon 
and Jose DeLeon Banuelos, 19, 
committed from Orange county 
last October for first degree 
murder. 
Warden Harley 0. Teets re­ 
ported the violent escape at­ 
tempt began at 1:30 p.m. in 
the 
prison 
hospital 
office. 
Guerrero was seated in an an­ 
teroom, waiting for psychother­ 
apy. Banuelos was standing in 
the sick line nearby. 
Both 
were armed with crude, prison- 
made knives. 
The pair suddenly dashed in­ 
to the office of prison psychia­ 
trist David Schmidt, where 
they seized Mrs. Fay who was 
alone. 
Guerrero jabbed a knife in 
her back and muttered threats. 
She reached around to see what

The 15-foot-wide ditch, which 
p a r a l l e l s the Northwestren 
Pacific Railroad Tracks, is just 
across the street from the Fish­ 
er home at 773 Franklin ave­ 
nue.

Chessman, accused of using 
disgraceful and insolent lang­ 
uage toward a prison chaplain, 
lost his privileges yesterday by 
action of the disciplinary com­ 
mittee, 
Warden 
Harley 
0. 
Teets reported. 


The disciplinary committee 
ruled that Chessman will be 
denied canteen items, and ac­ 
cess to radio, movies, television, 
and reading matter, for 60 days 
after he is released from isola­ 
tion on Friday. 


Teets said the remarks to 
the chaplain were made Sun­ 
day while Chaplain Byron E. 
Eshelman was on a routine 
visit. 
A prison officer stood 
nearby to keep all condemned 
inmates in sight during the 
visit. Chessman is quoted as 


saying. “ Well, well, Rev., you 
mean they 
don't 
even 
trust 
you?” 


The warden said Chessman, 
in addition to losing the privil­ 
eges, will be quartered in the 
extreme end of Condemned 
Row when he gets out of isola­ 
tion.

These have been noteworthy years, resulting in minimizing 
worry over hospital and doctor bills for hundreds of thousands of 
persons. Last year, benefits amounted to $25,021,190.38. In the 
20 years, over 126 million dollars have been paid in benefits. 


This record could never have been achieved without the 
response of thousands of individuals and groups of all kinds— 
business, labor, professional and educational. Nearly 700,000 
persons are now protected by Blue Cross in Northern California, 
an increase of 53,800 over the previous year.

Marin County Board of Su­ 
pervisors yesterday denied an 
application of Eichler Homes, 
Inc., for permission to put up 
a pair of 240-square-foot bill­ 
boards to direct motorists to 
Fichler’s 
new 
Lucas 
Valley 
Homes development. 
The board's denial upheld 
| the planning commission, which 
last week voted to turn down 
the Eichler application. Super­ 
visors’ vote was 5-0 for chair­ 
man Walter Castro’s motion to 
deny, and was greeted by a 
roupd of applause from a group 
of women representing the Ma­ 
rin Conservation League and 
other groups, who had voiced 
opposition to the request. 
Discussion 
of 
the Eichler 
matter brought an unexpected 
byproduct. 
Eichler’s attorney, Sam Whit­ 
ing of San Francisco, asked 
about the legality of several 
signs already in existence — 
among them, the sign on the 
county office building on Grand 
avenue. 
The board, a mite flustered 
at realization that the county 
is violating its own aesthetic— 
if not legal—standards, took a 
detour from the Eichler dis­ 
cussion long enough to direct 
that the sign be taken down 
from the office building. 
A somewhat similar situa­ 
tion arose a few minutes later 
on another planning matter. 
The board found that it could­ 
n’t do much except extend sym­ 
pathy to several persons who 


appeared to protest approval 
of the final map of Sleepy 
Hollow Heights subdivision, but 
moved to make a change in the 
county subdivision ordinance 
so the same situation won’t oc­ 
cur again. 
The protests came over the 
fact that neighboring proper­ 
ty owners received no notice 
about what amounts to a zon­ 
ing change in connection with 
the subdivision.

Shrimp make mighty fine 
eating, 
being far and away 
America's most popular shell 
fish, Americans eat ten times 
as much shrimp as lobster and 
half again as much as they eat 
of crab. 
Tn fresh, canned and frozen 
form, shrimp is generally avail­ 
able in much larger quantities 
than in previous years. About 
180 million pounds of this pop­ 
ular crustacean 
were 
taken 
from the sea last year. 
From small boats valued at 
$3,000 
on 
an 
average, 
the 
shrimp fleet has grown to 8.000 
boats representing investments 
ranging from $50.000 to $100,- 
000 for each boat. Two things 
have contributed to this con­ 
sumer demand and desirable 
entente; abundance of the sup­ 
ply brought about by the dis­ 
covery of new shrimp beds in 
the Gulf and West Coast areas, 
and “sharp'’ freezing methods 
which have made it possible to 
widely distribute the product. 
Shrimp fishing is a year-round 
operation though the heaviest 
catch is usually 
made 
from 
August through December. Ap­ 
proximately 90 percent of the 
total production is sold either 
iced or quick-frozen. 
TO COOK SHRIMP 
For super shrimp for all pur­ 
poses, experts recommend that 
you proceed like this for each 
pound of the fresh or frozen 
product. To 1 quart water add 
1 sliced carrot, 1 sliced small 
white onion, juice of H lemon, 
1 teaspoon salt, H teaspoon 
pepper, dash of tabasco. Bring 
to a boil; add shrimp and : 
necessary more water to just 
cover. 
Turn heat down so water 
barely simmers. Cover sauce­ 
pan and let shrimp cook five 
minutes; not an instant longer 
for fresh shrimp. If frozen, con­ 
tinue cooking until shells turn 
pink. Let cool in broth. Drain 
shrimp. Strain stock and save 
to make sauce or add to con­ 
densed soup instead of water 
TO CLEAN SHRIMP 
To clean 
either 
green or 
cooked shrimp, remove small 
legs and carefully lift off shell. 
Try to slip shell from tail so 
that tail meat remains. With a 
knife, cut along outside curva­ 
ture and lift out black vein. 
Vein is harmlese, but shrimp 
are more attractive and taste 
better when vein is removed. 
Curry and 
rice, 
ham and 
eggs, salt and pepper; well they 
just naturally go together. The

Marin Conservationists 
Deserve Tip Of The Hat 


, 
A tip of the hat today to the conser­ 
vationists in Marin. 
The Good Lord endowed Marin with 
a generous measure of His handiwork. 
Our county is bordered by ocean and 
bay shoreline the equal of any in natural 
beauty. Our county is embossed with 
picturesque rolling hills that afford un­ 
surpassed views. Our hills are covered 
with lush growth of naturally beautiful 
trees, shrubs, grasses and wild flowers. 
In areas still protected from the in­ 
roads of what we call civilization, wild­ 
life abounds. 
Fish multiply in the 
streams and the waters off our shores. 
Birds of many kinds are plentiful in 
wooded areas and along our shorelines. 
E\*en native mammals — like deer, 
squirrels, rabbits and raccoons—survive 
in considerable numbers. 
Although the human population and 
the commercial development of Marin 
have mushroomed in the past decade, 
Marin’s natural wonders have not com­ 
pletely disappeared. 
Instead we find ourselves with one 
National Park (Muir Woods), five state 
parks (Samuel P. Taylor, Mt. Tamalpais, 
1 omales Bay, Stinson Beach and Angel 
Island», plus some county-owned recrea­ 
tion areas including Drakes Bay park 
and tiny Miller park on the east shore 
of Tomales Bay. 
In these public parks are preserved 
and protected some of our shoreline, our 
beloved hills, our native trees, shrubs 
and wild flowers, and our native ani­ 
mals. 
Beyond this, commercial development 
in the county has been planned to mini­ 
mize its destructive effects upon our 
natural beauties. 


All of this conservation work, which 
has paralleled our rapid growth, didn’t 
come about by chance or accident. 
It is the result, rather, of tireless ef­ 
forts by organizations and individuals 
who selflessly gave of their time, effort 
and talents to mould and shape the 
course of events during this period. 
The Marin Conservation League and 
the Marin Rod and Gun club, each in its 
chosen sphere, have for more than two 
decades been leaders in conservation 
matters. 


The Conservation League along with 
art and garden groups, the old Marin 
Nature Group, the new Marin Audubon 
Society, the Tamalpais Conservation 
Club, and other organizations— has al­ 
ways been in the forefront of efforts to 
establish, develop and expand public- 
owned conservation areas in Marin. 
Similarly, the Rod and Gun Club has 
never rested in its efforts to preserve 
and' protect our wildlife from any and 
all threats. 


Both the sportsmen and the conserva­ 
tionists have conducted education pro­ 
grams aimed at teaching all adults and 
youth the necessity for “good manners” 
in the out-of-doors. In a larger sense, 
both organizations have disseminated 
infoimation aimed at making people, 
\oung and old, aware of wonders of na­ 
ture and aware of each individual’s re­ 
sponsibility to do his part to defend and 
protect our natural resources. 
\\ ith ( onservation Week drawing to 
a close, it is fitting and proper that we 
pause to give recognition to the accom­ 
plishments of all our conservationists.

The agency uses its 
funds to buy up government- 
insured mortgages from pri­ 
vate lenders. These thus raise 
cash for new lending on new 
mortgages.

(they want to keep middle- 
aged men alive longer be­ 
cause dead men don’t buy un­ 
derwear), warns you’d better 
do something about middle- 
age spread as soon as you 
detect it. 
Many middle-aged men re­ 
gard dieting as the only so­ 
lution to the problem of mid­ 
dle-age spread. 
Dr. Cureton says a proper 
diet, of course, is helpful. But 
he says that the middle-aged 
man also has to grunt his 
way out of his swivel chair 
and take proper exercises to 
get real results. 


“IT HAS BEEN very im­ 
pressive to see how men and 
women above 40 years of age 
have been able to improve 
their fitness by taking 
physical training,” he adds 
Here are Dr. Cureton’s sug­ 
gestions for getting rid 
middle-age 
spread 
and 
storing lost musclé tone: 
“Reduce starchy and fried 
foods in the diet, and eat 
more fruits, vegetables and 
protein foods. 


“Fifteen to 50 full knee 
bends are excellent. As you 
breathe deeply, draw the ab­ 
dominal muscles in toward 
the spine as far as you can 
with each breath. 


“WALK TWO MILES each 


day with a swinging stride 
. . . or swim 200 to 400 yards 
. . . or cycle five to 10 miles.” 


• In a month your middle- 
age spread should be gone. 
But if you quit your diet and 
cease exercising, in another 
month that tire around your 
tummy will be right back 
again. 


WASHINGTON — Hardly 
anybody paid much attention 
when Secretary, of Defense 
Charles 
Wilson 
announced 
happily the other day that 
American 
intelligence 
esti­ 
mates of Soviet strategic air 
power had been sharply re­ 
duced. Yet it was a very im­ 
portant 
statement 
all 
the 
same, with very far-reaching 
implications. 
Intelligence d e t e r m i n e s 
policy. American defense pol­ 
icy is geared to intelligence 
estimates of the Soviet de­ 
fense effort. To take only one 
example, production of the 
piston-driven B-36 long-range 
bomber was abandoned. An 
all-jet B-52 production was 
substituted, at immense cost 
to the taxpayer, because of in­ 
telligence estimates that the 
improved Soviet air defense 
could knock the B-36 out of 
the skies. 


INTELLIGENCE ought to 
determine policy. But policy 
ought not to determine intel­ 
ligence. If intelligence esti­ 
mates are revised to fit more 
conveniently into a pre-de- 
termined policy, the way is 
being prepared for disaster. 
And there are knowledgeable 
persons who maintain that 
Secretary 
Wilson’s 
compla­ 
c e n t announcement repre­ 
sents just such a fitting of in­ 
telligence to policy. Certainly 
the revised intelligence esti­ 
mate is very convenient for 
Secretary Wilson. 


Consider the sequence of 
events. 
Last year, the Air 
Force chief of staff, Gen. Na­ 
than Twining, the commander 
of the Strategic Air Com­ 
mand, 
Gen. 
Curtis LeMay, 
and other authorities testi­ 
fied at length before a sub­ 
committee of the Armed Ser­ 
vices Committee headed by 
Sen. Stuart Symington. The 
subject of the testimony was 
all the same. The Soviets were 
outproducing 
the 
U n i t e d 
States in long-range strategic 
bombers, once an American 
monopoly.

IT REPEATEDLY was em­ 
phasized in the hearings that 
such testimony was based, not 
on “parochial” Air Force es­ 
timates, but on the “national 
intelligence estimates.” The 
national intelligence estimates 
are prepared by the entire 
“intelligence community,” in­ 
cluding the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency, for the use of 
the president and the Nation­ 
al Security Council.

The authoritative “Aviation 
Week” has reported that “the 
B-52 program was cut back 
by 140 bombers in fiscal 1958 
and the production rate will 
be stretched out so that the 
maximum rate will fall well

month.” The report has not 
been denied. 


Under the circumstances, 
with 
further 
congressional 
hearings on the defense bud­ 
get looming up, the previous 
sworn testimony before the 
Symington committee might 
have proved hideously embar­ 
rassing. 


It would not have been easy 
or popular for Secretary Wil­ 
son, for example, or Secretary 
of 
the 
Air 
Force 
Donald 
Quarles, to testify that the 
Soviets were to be permitted 
to 
achieve 
a 
commanding 
lead over the United States in 
strategic air power, purely for 
budgetary reasons. After all, 
the United States is a lot 
richer than the Soviet Union. 


HOW MUCH EASIER and 
pleasanter to announce in­ 
stead that the previous na­ 
tional intelligence estimates 
had been all wrong, and that 
estimates of Soviet strategic 
air 
power 
had 
now 
been 
sharply reduced. 


There may be good reasons 
for cutting back the previous 
estimates. But, if so, those 
who should know have no 
idea what they are. In the 
past, 
moreover, 
Soviet 
air 
power has been under-esti­ 
mated, rather than over-esti­ 
mated, with astonishing con­ 
sistency, so it is at least ra­ 
tional to suspect that a pro­ 
cess of cutting the intelli­ 
gence cloth to fit the policy 
cloak has now begun. 
It is no exaggeration at all 
to say that it is a process 
which could lead straight to 
disaster, simply because un­ 
derestimating the 
potential 
enemy, however convenient It 
may be, can only have disat- 
troui result*.

He never has sucked his 
thumb. From the start he chew­ 
ed on things. He can’t get to 
sleep unless he is gnawing on 
a blanket, sheet, sleeve or doll. 
In other ways he is a happy, 
healthy little boy. He has no 
i real problems. Our doctor says 
the chewing is his substitute 
for t h u m b - s u c k i n g . What 
should we do?”

(A) Frobably your doctor is 
right. Your son’s chewing must 
be a nuisance to you. Yet I 
urge you not to fight it. Could 
you give him a sanitary, lint- 
free rag to chew on? Some­ 
thing which could be kept 
clean? It might keep him from 
gnawing the bedclothes. Ask 
your doctor about it. Most 
babies and small children de­ 
velop odd little comforting ha 
bits. Only the dangerous habits 
should be stopped 
(Q) “Our daughter is 13. She 
has a very bad temper. She 
tries to control it. Recently she 
has taken to shutting herself 
up in the room instead of argu 
ing with us. Afterward she will 
not talk about our disagree 
ments. But sometimes I find 
notes pinned to the window 
curtain by my bed. She writes 
she is sorry for our fights. She 
says she will try to be a better 
girl. Did you ever hear of such 
a thing? Why won’t she talk to 
me?”

(A) In 
some s t r i f e - t o r n 
homes the only safe way for 
teenagers and their parents to 
communicate is 
in 
writing. 
Then they can say what they 
want to say without interrup­ 
tions. And without contradic­ 


tions or criticism. Your girl 
has hit upon a good way to tell 
you how she feels. I suggest 
your write to her telling her 
you love her, and are grateful 
for her notes. When she’s had 
especially good 
days, 
write 
notes thanking her for them. 
Parents of rebellious teenagers 
live a rugged life. So do their 
offspring. Anything which can 
bridge the gap between them 
peacefully is good.

You’d think if Andrew Ped- 
roli were going to grow any­ 
thing in his front yard, it’d be 
coconuts—something 
with 
a 
little hair on it—seeing as how 
he's San 
Rafaels perennial 
barber. 
But not Andy. He’s got the 
biggest crop of bald oranges 
you ever saw on two trees in 
front of his house. 
Andy will celebrate his 30th 
anniversary as a .barber in San 
Rafael come March 21, and he 
figures it was 25 years ago that 
he planted the two orange 
trees in the front yard at 44 
Pleasant lane, San Rafael. Now 
they’re luxuriant as a pair of 
Elvis Presley sideburns. 
Andy was born 59 years ago 
in Ispra, northern Italy, and 
began the study of barbering 
when he was 12 years old. 
Things getting a-little thin on 
top in the old country at that 
time, he came to San Francis­ 
co in 1922. 
Andy apparently caught on 
to California’s t r a d i t i o n a l 
north-south feud right away, as 
he planted the two orange 
trees only five years after he 
moved to San Rafael. 
Now he’s contributing his 
full share to the cause of the 
north. He claims that he gets 
nearly a thousand pounds of 
sweet, ripe oranges from his 
two trees each year. 
“Strangers come by my house 
all the time to take pictures of 
the oranges. They say they 
want to show their friends in 
Southern California who don’t 
believe that oranges grow here 
in Marin,” he says. 


When Andy is-not out admir­ 
ing his orange trees, or other­ 
wise occupying himself with 
his heme and family or his ac­ 
tive interests in hunting or 
Boy Scout work, he spends his 
time barbering at his Elite Bar­ 
ber shop at 936 B street. 
Andy ¿ays the Elite was his 
first shop. “I started out with 
one chair and with few friends. 
Now I have five chairs and 
hundreds of friends,” the gre­ 
garious barber said. 
Meanwhile, 
back 
at 
the 
orange trees, Andy carries on 
in the best traditions of the 
barbering profession. Do you 
think he picks the lush fruit 
with his hands? No, sir, he 
clips them off with a pair of 
trimming shears.

A new attempt to raise a 
sunken oil barge from bay wa­ 
ters west of Marin is planned 
by an Oakland salvage firm un­ 
less the project presents a haz­ 
ard to navigation. 
Notice was received from the 
r S. Army Corps of Engineers 
that any objections to the proj­ 
ect should be presented by the 
end of March. 
An Army Engineers spokes­ 
man said a barge of the Asso­ 
ciated Oil Co. sunk in shallow 
waters north of Richmond-San 
Rafael Bridge near Invincible 
Rock in 1952 when it was ram­ 
med by a ship.

The Army Engineer spokes­ 
man said he assumed that the 
world oil shipping crisis was 
responsible for renewed inter­ 
est in raising the barge.

Co. of Oakland, would attempt 
to raise the barge intact to be 
refurbished for re-employment 
as an oil shipper.

must be filed with the district 
engineer’s office of Army En­ 
gineers, 180 New Montgomery 
street. San Francisco, by Apr. 3.

He can buy at 
below commercial prices at the 
post exchange and commissary. 
There is guaranteed retirement 
Pay. 


Stars and Stripes called at­ 
tention to a survey made ear­ 
lier this year by the U.S. Air 
Force which covered ex-ser­ 
vicemen who left the military 
to take what they expected 
would be high-paying civilian 
jobs. Most planned to cash in 
on the skills they had learned 
in the service. 


The poll revealed that only 
20 per cent of 3,000 ex-airmen 
got jobs based on what they 
had learned in the service. And 
for these, the average begin­ 
ning wage was $60 a week and 
the average current wage $73 a 
week. Stars and Stripes said 
this was “less than Air Force 
salaries and benefits for the 
same skills.”

j Schools began a new spelling 
program 
last year.

nation’s schools will be using

from 
the second 
grade 
| through the eighth. 
T h i s 
new 
technique—set 


down in a book called “New 
Goals in Spelling”—combines 
sight and sound. A pupil is 
taught to think of the word 
first in terms of sound, then 
of the letter that produces 
these sounds. 
Two educators 
wrote the 
book— Dr. William Kottmeyer. 
assistant school superintendent 
in St. Louis, and May Lamba- 
dor. a Kansas City school teach­ 
er and principal for 30 years.

| school children 40 and 50 years 
ago. Officials found that spell­

Johnson became aware of 
' the 
importance 
of spelling 
through his father, Waldo, who 
is credited with developing the 
workbook method of teaching. 
The publisher said he had an 
eye-opening 
experience 
in 
World-War II, when he was a 
military censor. “ Much of the 
spelling was homemade; many 
times so bad I couldn’t figure 
out what the writer meant,” 
said Johnson. 
One word frequently wrong 
was “where.” 
“ It came out spelled w-h-a-r, 
w-h-e-r, w-e-r, and even w-e-h- 
r-e,” said the publisher. 
Is Johnson a good speller? 
“ Well,” he said, “ I have a 
good secretary.”

Urban League 
Helps Negroes 
To Better Jobs 


CHICAGO (IP)— Job discrimi­ 
nation accounts for a part of 
the lower earning power of Ne­ 
groes, but poor preparation for 
skilled jobs is just as much a 
factor, 
the 
Chicago 
Urban 
League has concluded after a 
study of the problem. 
The Negro’s psychological at­ 
titude about himself and his 
future is much to blame for 
his poor preparation, the League 
declares. 
He has assumed a negative 
attitude of resignation to a low­ 
er status job. This is caused in 
many cases by the passing on 
of such an attitude from par­ 
ent to child, who therefore has 
no incentive either to prepare 
himself for or to search out 
better job opportunities. 
A great number of Negro 
children, the League found, 
drop out of school at an early 
age. Those who do decide to go 
to college find themselves poor­ 
ly prepared and stick to the 
traditional type of Negro pro­ 
fessional lines, 
social work, 
ministry, medicine, dentistry, 
and law. 
Those competing in the labor 
market find themselves behind 
the pack when it comes to 
English, mathematics, science 
skills 
and 
the 
complexities 
created by automation. 
The LeagLS has embarked on 
a program in the Chicago area 
to increase the number of Ne­ 
groes in training for specific 
jobs, to intensify their training 
for these jobs, and to educate 
parents about the better job 
opportunities for their chil­ 
dren. 
A first step toward these 
goals is the preparation of a 
brochure telling of skilled job 
opportunities open to Negroes 
in Chicago. No longer is there 
a lack of such openings which 
formerly contributed to the 
Negro negative attitude, the 
League said. 
The League’s position on the 
problem is that “ any project 
which will improve the earn­ 
ing power of this vast segment 
of the population must result 
in great value to the general 
community.”

Passenger, Freight Lines In Midst 
Of Biggest Boom Since World War II

SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(IP) — 
George Killion, president of 
American 
President 
Lines, 
summed up in two words the 
outlook for Pacific Coast ship­ 
ping: “Never better.” 
A United Press survey show­ 
ed that passenger and freight 
steamship lines serving the Pa­ 
cific were in the midst of the 
biggest boom since World War 
II. 
The dollar value of foreign 
trade in and out of West Coast 
ports in 1956 was up 14 per 
cent over the previous year. 
More cargo moved to the Far 
East on U.S. ships than ever 
before. Total tonnage more 
than doubled what it was when 
Shanghai 
and 
other 
North 
China ports were open. 
PACIFIC TOURISTS 
New liners will boost to 
180,000 the number of tourists 
visiting the Pacific this year— 
double the 1956 total. 
Biggest problem facing the 
industry was to find more 
ships. One solution was to pull 
World War II freighters out 
of mothballs. Another was to 
convert mariner freighter hulls 
to liners. 
In the midst of a multi-mil­ 
lion dollar liner construction 
program was Matson Naviga­ 
tion Co., whose president, Ran­ 
dolph Sevier, predicted that 
the surge of tourists through­ 
out the Pacific “ is just getting 
started. 
“ Americans 
definitely 
are 
on the move, with more money 
to spend and more leisure time 
in which to spend it than ever 
before in history,” he said. 
TRAVEL BOOMS 
Matson has banked its faith 
in the Pacific travel boom with 
the remodeling of the Mariposa 
and Monterey from mariner 
hulls for passenger service to 
the South Pacific, Australia 
and New Zealand. 
In addition, Matson’s flag­ 
ship Lurline will be joined on 
the California-Hawaii run by 
the Matsonia on June 11. The 
big two-stack liner has been 
undergoing a $20 million re­ 
construction job in an eastern 
shipyard. 
The new Hawaiian Steam­ 
ship Co. will invade the lucra­ 
tive Hawaii tourist trade next 
month when its 700-passenger 
Leilani makes her maiden voy­ 
age from California. The 18,- 
000-ton Leilani is the former 
warbuilt troopship LaGuardia. 
ORIENT LINERS 
The 
British 
flag 
Orient 
Line’s six luxury liners will in­ 
crease from six to 10 their 
sailings from the South Pa­ 
cific to the U.S. Pacific Coast. 
And in 1960 the fleet will be 
bolstered by the addition of 
the new 2,000 passenger liner 
Oriana. 
Japan’s NYK Line, seeking 
to regain its pre-war eminence, 
is building two 22,000-ton fast 
luxury liners for service be­ 
tween Japan and San Francis­ 
co. They are expected to be 
ready by 1959. 
Biggest new jhip program 
has been launched by Ameri­ 
can President Lines which is 
spending 275 million dollars 
for vessels of all types, includ­ 
ing a superliner that will carry 
1,400 passengers on cruises to 
the Orient. 
PRESIDENT HOOVER 
APL’s new 14,000-ton Presi­ 
dent Hoover, the former Pana­ 
ma, made her maiden voy­ 
age to the Orient on Feb. 11 
with 200 passengers. 
About 40,000 of 180,000 pas­ 
senger berths available this 
year are on freighters, some 
of which offer luxury accom- 
codations equal or superior to 
the liners.'Travel experts agree 
that a tourist would get more 
for his money on freighters, 
but that it was possible to tra­ 
vel more cheaply on a liner 
than on the average freighter. 
NEW HOTELS 
Not only were more ships 
available for tourist travel, but 
more hotel space was being 
readied in Pacific basin coun­ 
tries. Most of this construction 
centered in Hawaii, mecca for 
more than 100,000 tourists in 
1955. 
Other new hotel accommo­ 
dations were planned for Aus­ 
tralia, New Zealand, Bangkok 
and Tokyo. 
The cargo-carrying end of 
West Coast shipping industry 
also looked forward to smooth 
sailing. 
One big reason was U.S. 
economic aid to Asian nations 
in the form of sale of surplus 
grain. Under the “ 50-50 law” 


one-half of tfie grain must be 
shipped in U.S. flag vessels. 
Not enough U.S. ships were 
available and as a result the 
Federal Maritime Administra­ 
tion authorized the “ breaking 
out” of 25 World War II vic­ 
tory ships in reserve fleets at 
Susuin. 
Calif., Astoria, Ore., 
and Olympia. Wash., for char­ 
ter to West Coast lines carry­ 
ing grain to the Far East. 


SHIP SHORTAGE 
The ship shortage was large­ 
ly the result of the blockade 
of the Suez Canal. Cargoes 
were diverted around Africa 
and through the Panama Ca­ 
nal. and charter rates climbed. 
APL’s Killion said the pros­ 
perity also could be credited 
to high levels of trade with the 
Far East. He predicted sub­ 
stantial increases in 1957. , 
' T h e 
densely 
populated 
countries of Japan and India 
have made steady progress in 
their 
respective 
economies 
and 
offer 
especially 
bright 
prospects for expanded trade 
during 1957,” he said. 
“The Republic of the Philip­ 
pines likewise is making great 
progress toward a stabilized 
economy which augurs well for 
increased foreign trade.” 
Another promising note was 
the labor peace on West Coast 
waterfronts. All maritime un­ 
ions are under contracts that 
will not expire for at least 18 
months. 
Several ports have launched 
extensive programs of recon­ 
struction 
and 
expansion 
in 
order to grab as much of the 
coast’s shipping business as 
they could. According to one 
estimate, each ton of cargo 
that 
moved 
across 
a 
pier 
pumped $10 into the local 
area’s commerce.

New Type Brain 
Stroke Reported 


LOS ANGELES HD — Two 
Los Angeles doctors have dis­ 
covered a new type of brain 
stroke, one which has been a 
mystery for more than 2,000 
years. 
% 
Drs. Eliot Corday and San­ 
ford Rothenberg of the Cedars 
of Lebanon Hospital said the 
new stroke is a result of the 
brain not receiving sufficient 
blood to function properly be­ 
cause of a narrowing of cere­ 
bral arteries and a drop in 
blood pressure. 
Their discovery raises to five 
the number of causes known 
by medicine 
that brings on 
paralyzing strokes. 
The doc­ 
tors said Hippocrates was puz­ 
zled more than 2,000 years ago 
when he found that a patient 
who had suffered a stomach 
hemorrhage also suffered 
a 
brain stroke. 


much of the illicit heroin is 
greatly adulterated so that the 
physical effects of withdrawal 
are frequently neglible.” 


I)r. Sewall said the fear of a 
terrible kickback and the ad­ 
dict’s “emotional need” com­ 
bine to drive him to a “desper­ 
ate seeking for drugs at any 
price.” 
This may eventually 
lead the addict to crime to 
meet the cost of narcotics. 
But the 
popular stereotype 
of the ‘dope fiend’ as a wild­ 
eyed; desperate maniac, intent 
on crime under the influence 
of drugs ’ is a “misconception,” 
according to the’ doctor. 
Complex, deep-seated emo­ 
tional problems” drive people 
to narcotics, just as they drive 
others to alcohol, he pointed 
out. 


Dr. Sewall served as chief of 
a narcotics clinic at Northwest­ 
ern University before coming 
to Leech Farm. 


20 Embassies 


Represent 


New Nations 


WASHINGTON (If! — Twenty 
of the 75 foreign embassies 
here represent countries which 
did not exist as independent 
states before World War II. 
Among these are Burma, In­ 
dia, Ceylon, Nepal, Pakistan, 
Sudan and Jordan—formerly 
part of the British empire — 
and Cambodia, Laos, Vietnam, 
Morocco, Tunisia, Lebanon and 
Syria — nations once under 
French control. 
Iceland formerly belonged to 
Denmark, Indonesia was part 
of Dutch 
overseas 
holdings, 
Korea was controlled by Japan, 
Libya by Italy, and the Philip­ 
pines were U.S.-governed. Is­ 
rael was created by the United 
Nations in 1948. 
The National Geographic So­ 
ciety reported that the great 
increase of embassies here — 
40 since 1945 — has been the 
natural outgrowth of America’s 
emergence as a world power of 
first rank. This increase re­ 
flects Washington’s position as 
a 
mecca 
of 
the 
diplomatic 
world. 
Upgrading of lesser-ranking 
legations to embassies has be­ 
come a trend since World War 
II. 
An embassy usually is pre­ 
sided over by an ambassador 
who is empowered to deal di­ 
rectly with chiefs of state and 
foreign 
ministers. 
Ministers 
or charges d’affaires, who head 
legations, must deal with les­ 
ser government officials. 
In 1945, the nation’s capital 
was host to 35 embassies and 
20 legations; in 1950, 56 em­ 
bassies and 14 legations. At 
present there are 75 embassies 
and six legations. 


These six legations represent 
Switzerland, Yemen, Hungary, 
Romania, Latvia and Lithuania. 
Switzerland traditionally has 
no embassies anywhere in the 
world.

Tests Jets' Noise 


LAFOX. 111. ¡11* — Scientists 
seeking ways of cutting the 
scream ing noise made by jet 
aircraft in flight have built a 
m iniature airport here to test 
the effects of w eather and at­ 
m osphere on sound. 


Physicists from the Illinois 
Institute of Technology already 
have 
learned that less noise 
reaches the ground in sum m er j 
than in w inter and when jets 
fly in a certain direction of the 
wind. 


The I^afox experimental sta­ 


tion used in the study is equip­ 
ped with ground-air radio fa­ 
cilities and an observation tow­ 
er. A plane is used as the noise 
source and is flown at various 
distances from a microphone. 
An operator on the ground 
directs the flight pattern flown 
by the pilot and controls a 
maze of scientific apparatus de­ 
signed to measure atmospheric 
characteristics 
during 
e a c h 
flight. 


Information learned f r o m 
the sky by the scientists will be 
turned over to the Air Force 
for use in locating airports of 
the future and improving the 
operation of those now in ex­ 
istence.

fore; grades five through seven 
have several additional*hours 
of practical work; in the upper 
grades, eight through 10. a new 
subject called “the fundam ent­ 
als of production” has been in­ 
troduced to accompany several 
hours a week of agricultural 
and industrial laboratory prac­ 
tice. 


The technical training which 
the “guinea pig” students are 
receiving is of a higher quality 
than that in regular schools. In 
addition to studying in larger 
better equipped laboratories, 
the older children have a w eek­ 
ly opportunity to “learn by do­ 
ing” alongside experienced fac­ 
tory workers. 


In the larger cities, such as 
Moscow, Leningrad, Kuibyshev, 
and Stalingrad, each experi­ 
mental school has established 
a working relationship with 
one or more factories. The 
workers volunteer to instruct 
the children for several hours 
each week in the general prin ­ 
ciples of industrial production 
as well as in a particular job. 
For example, school num ber 
136 in Gorky is lucky enough 
to have an arrangem ent with 
the 
big 
nearby 
automobile 
plant. A fter working there reg­ 
ularly one day a week for two 
years, a pupil has acquired an 
industrial specialty and is p re ­ 
pared, if he wishes, to get a 
perm anent job in the factory 
after graduation. 
Last D ecem ber the ministry 
of secondary education called 
a meeting to discuss the re­ 
sults of the first three months 
of the experim ent. It was at­ 
tended by some of the assisting 
factory w orkers as well as by 
the regular schoo^ teachers. 
Their 
discussion 
indicated 
that the experim ent is working 
fairly well. However, it also 
has raised some problems, in­ 
cluding the fundam ental one 
of the aims of secondary edu­ 
cation. 
Even before the experim ent 
started, the 10-year school pro­ 
gram was considered by m any 
Russians to be too heavy a load 
for children. Those in the u p­ 
per grades have six and seven 
hours of classes a day plus sev­ 
eral m ore of homework, so the 
entire 
school 
d a y 
o f t e n 
stretches to 10 to 11 hours. 
Now, in order to fit in the 
increased 
technical 
training 
and not overburden the chil­ 
dren still more, some of the 
experim ental schools have de­ 
creased the num ber of hours 
devoted to standard subjects 
such as literature, history, lan­ 
guages, and math. The teach­ 
ers are beginning to depend on 
the extracurricular “voluntary 
circles” to m ake up for the 
loss of tim e in these subjects. 
This tendency to undercut 
the traditional academic ed u ­ 
cation was pointed up in the 
discussion as a serious problem. 
It was emphasized that, after 
all, the fundam ental task of 
the secondary program is to 
provide 
all-’round 
education 
and not just to turn out lock­ 
smiths or welders. 
Some of the delegates at the 
m eeting suggested tiiat a solu­ 
tion 
m ight 
be 
to 
add 
an 
eleventh year onto the school 
program given over entirely to 
technical training. This would 
not only provide more such 
training than the existing p ro ­ 
gram does, but would make it 
possible for the Soviet second- i 
ary school to graduate 18 and 
19-year-olds who are prepared 
to begin a job immediately. * I 
At the present tim e gradu­ 
ates who wish to specialize are 
required to do further study in 
a “technicum ” (technical m id­ 
dle school) or institute before 1 
going into industry.

chairm an of the PTA Commit­ 
tee on Health, said the new 
program was an extension of 
the annual Sum m er Round-Up 
conducted for the past 21 years 
by the PTA. D uring this time, 
a l m o s t 
4.000,000 
children 
about to en ter school for the 
first tim e have had physical 
examinations and the indicated 
rem edial care u n der the Sum­ 
m er Round-Up program . 


The role of the PTA in the 
new health program will be to 
make surveys of existing local

Japan Salvage 
Experts Seek 


Sunken Bullion 


DARWIN (IP'— Japanese sal­ 
vage experts are gambling $70,- 
000 in hopes of getting more 
than a million dollars in sunk­ 
en bullion. 
The Okadagumi Compahy of 
Tokyo has bought the remains 
of four ships lying on the bot­ 
tom of Darwin harbor where 
they were sunk in a World War 
II air raid Feb. 19, 1942. 
MILLIONS ABOARD 
There has never been an of­ 
ficial denial that one of the 
ships, the American destroyer 
Peary, had more than a million 
dollars worth of Philippines 
gold aboard when she went 
down. The other three ships 
bought were the Meigs, Mauna 
Loa and Zealandia. 
The salvage company paid a 
Darwin beachcomber, Carl At­ 
kinson, $70,000 for rights to 
the ships. Atkinson has owned 
the four hulks for more than 
10 years after “buying” them 
right after the war for a few 
hundred pounds. 
Skindiver Atkinson salvaged 
two trucks from the freighter 
Mauna Loa in 1946, but when 
Australian 
customs 
officials 
tried to collect duty on them, 
he calmly dropped the vehi­ 
cles back in the ocean. 
DUTY-FREE SALVAGE 
Three years later the offi­ 
cials changed their minds and 
Atkinson was allowed to land 
duty-free any material he sal­ 
vaged from the four hulks. The 
trucks were again raised and 
brought 
ashore. 
They 
were 
found to be in astonishingly 
good mechanical condition with 
the tires still inflated. 
Atkinson said there are at 
least 100 more trucks aboard 
the Mauna Loa which he has 
never bothered to salvage. Al­ 
though he has made a careful 
search of the Peary, Atkinson 
claims he has never been able 
to locate the bullion. It report­ 
edly was put aboard the de­ 
stroyer just prior to the fall 
of the Philippines and still was 
aboard when Japanese planes 
bombed and sank the ships 
here. 
NEEDS GO-AHEAD 
The Japanese company has 
the ownership of the hulks, but 
it still has to get permission 
from the Australian govern­ 
ment to salvage the ships. 
There is still considerable 
anti-Japanese feeling in Aus­ 
tralia, and if permission is de­ 
nied, the world probably will 
never know whether the gold 
is still aboard the Peary, and 
the Okadamumi Company will 
be in the unusual position of 
having a possible million dol­ 
lars worth of assets it. can’t 
touch.

Urged For Critically 


CHICAGO (W— Three Provi­ 
dence, R.I., physicians, writing 
in the Journal of the American 
Medical Assn., outlined a plan 
for segregating in one area of 
a hospital, surgical patients in 
critical condition. 
The plan was revealed by 
Drs. J. Murray Beardsley, J. 
Robert Bowen, and Carmine J. 
Capalbo who have been using 
it in Rhode Island hospital in 
Providence as a solution to the 
shortage of graduate nurses 
and to channel expert attention 
to patients with the most need 
for it. 


The doctors said the plan en­ 
ables the use of more nurses’ 
aides and practical nurses in 
other areas of the hospital to 
relieve the pressure on gradu­ 
ate nurses. 
The plan also eases the de-

The Providence special care 
unit embraces two adjacent 
wings containing 28 beds. Most 
of the patients in them are 
readily visible through glass 
partitions from the nursing 
station in the center of each 
wing, and each bed is eqiupped 
with all necessary emergency 
equipment including an oxy­ 
gen unit. 


In addition, the unit provides 
private rooms for patients who 
might disturb their fellows. 


There are also sleeping quar­ 
ters for a full-time resident 
physician nearby, a minor sur­ 
gery room and all necessary 
emergency gear.

Australia now has 25 per 
cent more people than it had 
at the end of World War II 
This means larger physical out 
put in both primary and sec­ 
ondary industries. Never be­ 
fore has there been as much 
money and labor spent on pub­ 
lic works, factory building and 
new industries. There has been 
greater capital investment on 
the nation’s farms and sheep 
stations— in machinery, build­ 
ings and pasture, plant and 
livestock improvement.

earners 
unimpressed. 
Their 
salaries creep up with “basic 
wage” hikes, but never catch 
up with t>e heavier expenses 
involved in the mechanics of 
living. 
Australia took its worst in­ 
flation jump in 1951—when 
the 
Korean War shot wool 
prices to record highs. With 
too much money around, the 
cost of living jumped to 70 per 
cent above the 1945 figure. At 
that time Britons were tighten­ 
ing their austerity belts against 
a 40 per cent rise in living 
costs, while Americans only 
faced an over all rise of 12 per 
cent. 
Those are overall cost-of- 
living figures, according to the 
economists. Individually, some 
items have risen much more 
than 130 per cent. This applies 
to essential items like food and 
transport. 
Worse still, the trend re­ 
mains 
uncurbed 
as 
govern­ 
ment and employer battle the 
vicious cycle of higher wages* 
higher costs-higher wages. In 
the past 12 months, food and 
groceries have gone up another 
10 
jvr 
cent, 
for 
instance. 
Rents, already up by 40 per 
cent since 1950, went up eight 
per cent. 
Official figures, however, of­ 
ten grind down the facts into 


“average” figures, which the 
average man finds difficult, if 
not impossible, to match with 
his paycheck. Take rents, for 
example. 
Where pegged 
by official 
control, they may even be un­ 
der the 48 per cent above the 
1945 figure, in some cases. But 
for the person who hits Sydney 
now and wants to find a two 
or three-room flat, the price 
starts at $22 a week for the 
lucky ones and goes up to $24 
or more. The same furnished 
flat would have been available 
for $11 to $13 in 1950. 
Cold 
statistics 
also 
don’t 
mean as much to the wage- 
earner as the more than dou­ 
bled electricity, gas and phone 
bills. Postage rates have just 
recently gone up for the third 
time in the last seven years. 
And just to make it a little 
more difficult for those who 
depended on overtime earn­ 
ings, employers are paying less 
and less overtime. 
The average man today gen­ 
erally makes at least $40 per 
week, compared with $26 in 
1950; the average woman, $33, 
compared with $22. 
For the above-average, ex­ 
panding production has cre­ 
ated a new “executive class,” 
drawing $66 per week and ris­ 
ing to $110 and over.

Belvedere Postmaster, On Job 20 


Years, Has Enjoyed 'Every Minute' 


By LOUISE TEATHER 


Twenty years ago, Mrs. Stel­ 
la A. Ehrenfelt became the 
postmaster of Belvedere. 
It was 7 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing of Feb. 15, 1937, that Miss 
Sophia Uvesey, who had been 
postmaster of the little village 
postoffice since 1910, walked 
out and left her young succes­ 
sor in charge. 
“Everything you 
need 
to 
know is in that book,” she told 
Stella, pointing to “Postal Laws 
and Regulations.” 
“I could just imagine her 
laughing as she walked out,” 
Mrs. Ehrenfelt said this week. 
‘About all I knew about run­ 
ning a postoffice was the price 
of a three-cent stamp.” 


LEARNED RAPIDLY 
She learned rapidly, though. 
It was a case of necessity, be­ 
cause the very new postmaster 
was on her own. 
In 20 years Mrs. Ehrenfelt 
has seen the area grow tre­ 
mendously, and receipts climb 
from under $1,000 to $32,000 
last year for the combined Bel­ 
vedere and Tiburon post of­ 
fices 
(consolidated 
June 
1, 
1956). 
Until 1941, when Mrs. Mary 
McLean became a part-time 
clerk (she is still on the staff), 
Mrs. Ehrenfelt had no help. 
Now there are six full-time and 
five part-time employees in the 
office besides herself. 
“But has it really changed so 
much?” Postmaster Ehrenfelt 
wondered this week. “People 
are still friendly and neighbor­ 
ly, still interested in each oth­ 
er, as they were years ago. 
This still isn’t the city! The 
main difference is that now we 
have house numbers, and in the 
good old days everybody knew 
where everybody else lived.” 


ONLY REGRET 
“I have enjoyed every min­ 
ute of my job for the past 20 
years.” she said. “My only re­ 
gret now that the office is big­ 
ger is that I am buried behind 
a mountain of paper work and 
can’t be at the window as much 
as I used to be.” • 
When Mrs. Ehrenfelt became 
postmaster the Belvedere post 
office was located in the Belve­ 
dere Land Co. building. It was 
remodeled and enlarged twice, 
but stayed in that location un­ 
til the consolidation with Tibu­ 
ron last June. 
In 1937, the mail was still 
coming in and going out by 
ferry—the little Marin—which 
connected 
with 
the 
bigger 
boats at Sausalito. At 7:25 a m. 
and 5 p. m. the boat was met 
by William Barr, who ran a taxi 
service, including private mail 
delivery to 80 families on Bel­ 
vedere Island. 
BY TRUCK NOW 
Mail now comes and goes by 
government truck. 
W hen Mrs. Ehrenfelt was ap­ 
pointed in 1937, it was on the 
basis of a civil service exami­ 
nation only. In 1941, receipts 
exceeded $1,500 and the office 
graduated to third class. With 
t h i s 
the 
appointment 
was 
‘presidential” and Mrs. Ehren­ 
felt was technically out of a 
job. She was immediately re­ 
appointed 
b y 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt. 
In 1953, when receipts ex-
